Three more farm s were 
ordered 
quarantined yesterday afternoon by 
Dr. A. A. Mull/ acting under orders 
from Dr. A. F. Nelson, state veter­ 
inarian. in which lie was 
told 
to 
quarantine all farm s where it was 
known that the hog cholera 
serum 
believed 
to be 
contaminated 
was 
n^ed. 


The three additional farm s placed 
under quarantine 
were 
those 
of 


J e s s e Bennett, west 
of 
the 
city; 
Pow er and Jay, north of Rushville, 
and Alva Bitner, east of 
the 
city. 
Two f a r m s previously 
quarantined 
were those o f Jesse 
Shelton 
and 
Jesse Wall* in W alker township. On 
all of these farm s it was 
learned 
that the serum sent out from Indi­ 
anapolis alleged to he defective was 
used. 


The reason for the quarantine is 
that, according to Dr. Nelson, cases 
of the foot and month disease have 
been traced to in* u*e. 
While none 
of the disease has appeared here the. 
uso of this certain hog cholera se­ 
rum made the precautions 
neces­ 
sary* 
Dr. Mull has not yet succeed­ 
ed in locating U. G. Beaver, who sold 
some of the defective serum in ihi* 
county and therefore cannot learn 
the names of the people who secured 
serum of him. 
Word has been sent 
to 
Beaver hut for some unknown 
reason he does not report to Dr. 
Mull. 


At only one place have the offici­ 
als had any difficulty in enforcing 
the 
quarantine 
on 
the 
different 
f a rm s. 
This was at the 
farm 
of 
Sherman Daubenspeck, 
near Glen- 
wood. 
Mr. Daubenspeck refused to 
obey the quarantine when notified 
yesterday afternoon. 
Dr. Mull will 
go there again today and will take 
the sheriff and all the d e p u tie s nec­ 
essary to see that the quarantine is 
obeyed. 


Dr. Will Smith, while in Indiana­ 
polis yesterday, had a long talk with 
Dr. J. N. Hurty, state health com­ 
missioner. 
Dr. H urty 
stated 
that 
the state health department and th at 
of tin* state veterinarian were work­ 
ing together to set* that there was no 
further spread of the foot and mouth 
disease. 
Dr. Smith was instructed 
to have Dr. Mull go according to the 
instructions given by Dr. Nelson and 
to insist that all farm s be quarantin­ 
ed where it is known this particular 
hog cholera serum was sent out a f ­ 
ter it was considered unsafe. 
Most 
of the farm ers have acted in hearty 
co-operation for their own good and 
according to instructions. 


Just how much of the serum U. G. 
Beaver sold is not known. If it were, 
then the exact number of farm s to 
he quarantined could he given. 
The 
action of Mr. Daubenspeck in op­ 
posing the action 
of the 
officials 
caused 
some surprise 
as it 
was 
thought that he was better inform ­ 
ed on the law. 
The quarantine as now in effect 
works similar to that used in cases 
of contagious 
disease. 
No one is 
allowed to leave or enter the farm 
unless disinfected? and the state de­ 
puty must know of this. 
The q u ar­ 
antine will not work a great h a rd ­ 
ship. 
It will not stop

Re­ 
cently Mr. Ivruyer gave out an in­ 
terview in which he said motion pic­ 
ture 
shows, 
unless 
they 
had 
vaudeville act. would not come un­ 
der the head of theaters in paving 
their “ war tax " provided for in a 
aw recently passed by congress t<* 
raisd revenue because of the falling 
iff ol revenue due to the lowering of 
tin* tariff schedules. 


The motion picture show 
owner 
took the revenue collector 
at 
hi* 
word and supposed they would have 
to pay only ten dollars a year tax, 
which amount Mr. Kruver said all 
pictures would have to pay unless 
they had vaudeville. 
But now here's where the 
rub 
comes, 
Charles Rasor, 
owner 
of 
the item theater, 
has 
received 
a 
blank from 
the 
revenue 
collector 
which makes no provision 
for the 
payment of a ten dollar tax. 
The 
lowest tax for theaters listed on the 
blank is twenty-five dollars a year. 
All of the motion picture theaters in 
Rushville would come in this class, 
except tlu* Princess. 
The Mystie, Gem 
and 
Portola 
each seat less than 250 people. 
A 
theater seating up to that 
number 
must pay $25 a year. 
The Princess 
theater seats four hundred 
people 
and would have to pay .$50 a year, 
if the terms provided for 
in 
the 
blanks are correct. 
The m anager of the Gem has writ­ 
ten the revenue collector to know if 
it is true that picture shows with no 
vaudeville have to pay only ten dol­ 
lars. 
The picture show owners are 
especially anxious 
to 
learn 
what 
they are supposed to pay 
so 
that 
they can pay it. 
The time for pay ­ 
ing the “war tax ’’ expires December 
1. 
It’ it i* not paid by that time, the 
law provides a fifty per cent penal­ 
ty may he added. 
The fiscal year for paying the war 
tax begins July 1 and ends June 30. 
This raises another question. Count­ 
ing from November, when the tax 
fell due. until the end of the fiscal 
year, there are eight 
months. 
The 
picture shows would like to know it* 
they are supposed to pay a year’s 
tax now, a half year’s tax or seven 
months tax, which would pay them 
up to the end of the year. 
The blanks must must he certified 
like to and the payment of money must 
he made by money order, 
certified 
check or with cash. The blanks state 
that the return must be made some­ 
time during the present month. 
Owners of pool-rooms will he hit 
rather hard as they will he required 
to pay a tax of $5 per table. 
If 
they sell tobacco to the extent of 
$200 or more per year they wiPf lie 
taxed $4.80 more. 
The latter tax is 
also understood to apply to m er­ 
c h a n t s or anyone else doing that 
amount of business in tobacco. 


The war tax also hits cigar m ak­ 
ers of whom Rushville has several, 
and dealers in leaf tobacco, so that 
the government is taking quite a lit­ 
tle toll from tobacco. This toll will, 
of course, be paid eventually by the 
consumer of the tobacco.

Washington, Nov. 25.— Foot and 
mouth disease among the cattle has 
made its appearance this year in tlie 
I nited States for the sixth time in 
[the history of the country, it i- an­ 
nounced by the Department of Agri- 
I culture. 
In addition to a rigid quar­ 
antine being 
maintained 
in 
four 
I counties of Michigan and 
Indiana 
| where the disease has been discover­ 
ed. a farm to 
farm 
inspection 
to 
ascertain the seriousness and extent 
of the outbreak is being conducted 
by tin* department. 


Although the’ foot luountli disease 
is fatal in a small 
percentage 
of 
eases only, the total damage tliyt it 
causes in a serious epidemic is. en­ 
ormous, the Department 
says. 
It 
is extremely contagious and may he 
spread in a number <d‘ ways. 
For 
this reason, say authorities of the 
¡department, it is imperative that the 
disease he eradicated before it lui — 
gained a firm footing. 
It* it should 
spread over any considerable por­ 
tion of the country, the department 
fears ¡t could never be cheeked. 
Interstate shipments 
of 
cattle, 


[sheep, and other 
ruminants 
and 
¿swine have already been prohibited 
•from ffejrrien and Case counties in 
Michigan, and Lnporie and St. J o ­ 
seph counties 
in 
Indiana. 
This 
quarantine extends to hides, skin-, 
and hoofs and hay, straw and sim­ 
ilar fodder, which have not been tho­ 
roughly disinfected. 
Railroads 
are 
required to disinfect ears 
usjed 
in 
transporting live stock from the in­ 
fer fifed n'iea. 
In addition to 
these 
precautions 
.taken by the Federal government, it 
is expected that the State authori­ 
ties will ««-operate by placing 
a 
quarantine 
on 
individual 
farms 


where the disease appears. 
The de­ 
partment 
points 
oat 
that 
while 
these measures 
may 
cause 
some 
temporary inconvenience, it believes 
that once farmers realize the seri­ 
ousness of the disease they will co­ 
operate heartily in stamping it out.

Maryland.

known but it is probable that

WHAT HISTORY SAYS ABOUT IT 


History fails to give any definite 
account of how tin* turkey came to 
be the Thanksgiving bird, but ac­ 
cording to one of the Puritan chron­ 
iclers who wrote in the quaint lan­ 
guage of his time. Governor Brad­ 
ford of the colony, in tin* autumn of 
1621, sent four men to gather game 
so that the whole colony might ‘‘re­ 
joice together,” after they had gar­ 
nered the fruits of their labors. The 
same chronicler tells how these four 
hunters returned laden down 
with 
venison and with wild turkeys, whose 
meat had been sweetened 
by 
tlie 
nuts of tin* beech tree upon which 
the fowls fed and how

Elder

of

hunters, piously gave talks unto God 
for supplying them with an ‘‘abun­ 
dance of the treasures hid in the 
depths of the forests.” 
The following, year. 1622, at the 
same season, after a rich harvest 
had been collected, the colonists as­ 
sembled and organized another hunt­ 
ing party, which returned after 
a 
few days hunt burdened with score- 
of wild turkeys with which ihe for­ 
ests then swarmed, and as an old 
chronicle says, “there was solemniz­ 
ed a day of thanksgiving unto the 
Lord.” 
Another account s a y s that Ma — 
asoit and ninety of his warriors were 
invited to participate in the rejoic­ 
ings of the colonists, and that the 
red men came bearing with them an 
abundance of wild turkeys 
venison 
and other game of the forest which 
they had trapped or slain with their 
arrows, and remained throughout the 
feast which lasted for three da vs.
